Ex-Parte Quayle Action 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statements filed 19 March 2004 and 2 May 2005 fail 
to comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign 
patent document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it 
to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed.

Regarding paragraph [0053]: Replace "The POS 112" with -The POS 110- so 

as to be consistent with the Figures. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 21 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Regarding claim 21, line 6: The term "transaction card" does not have proper 
antecedent basis. Please replace "transaction card" with -transaction device-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The best prior art of record fails to teach the specific placement of the RFID 
module outlines into the sheet (i.e. that the outline is pressed so as to lie substantially 
completely within a transaction device transporter outside perimeter).

6. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD.
